In addition, she sug-
gested and implemented a sum-
mer program for retarded
youngsters, wrote a work expe-
rience curriculum guide for re-
tarded students, and recently
had an article on “Creativity”
published by Delta Kappa Gam-

A resident of Long Beach,
Mrs. Schmidt was instrumental
in organizing that city's Friends
of the Library, the Friends of
the Long Beach Museum of Art,
and the Fine Arts Affiliates of
California State College at Long
Beach.
